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mayor shall be president of the board, and the 
city clerk, clerk thereof.

All taxes and assessments, general or special, lev-
ied under this act, shall be and remain a lien upon 
the lands and tenements upon which they may be 
assessed, and on all personal property of any per-
son or body politic assessed for personal tax, from 
the delivery of the warrant for collection thereof 
until paid. 

This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 57. 
AN ACT to revise, codify and amend the charter 

of the city of Seymour, approved March fifth, 
1879, and the several acts amendatory thereof. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

CHAPTER I. 

Corporate 
powers en-
acted. 

SECTION 1. All that district of country in the 
county of Outagamie hereinafter described, shall 
be a city, by the name of the city of Seymour, 
and the people now inhabiting and those who 
shall hereafter inhabit said district, shall be a 
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municipal corporation, by the name of the city of 
Seymour, and shall have the general powers pos-
sessed by municipal corporations at common law, 
and in addition thereto shall have and possess the 
powers hereinafter specifically granted; and the 
authorities thereof shall have perpetual succes-
sion, and shall be capable of contracting and being 
contracted with, suing and being sued, pleading 
and being inapleaded in all courts of law and 
equity, and shall have a common seal, and may 
change and alter the same at pleasure. 

SEcTioN 2. The west half of section twenty- Sityubomids-

eight, the east half of section twenty-nine, the 	'fined' 
east half of section thirty-two, and the west half 
of section thirty-three, all in township number 
twenty- four north, of range number eighteen east, 
shall be included in and constitute the limits of 
the city of Seymour. 

SECTION 3. The city shall consist of two wards. Number and

ing, however, that on the first Tuesday in April, 
1887, one alderman for each ward shall be elected 
for a term of one year, one for a term of two 
years, and one for a term of three years, and then 
annually thereafter one alderman for each ward 
shall be elected for a term of three years; provi-
ded, however, the common council shall have 
power for due cause to expel any of its own num-
ber, and to remove from office any officer or agent, 
except justices of the peace, under the city gov-
ernment, due notice and an opportunity for a 
hearing having been first given to the officer pro-
posed to be removed.

He shall draw and 
countersign all orders on the treasury in pursu-
ance of any order or resolution of the common 
council, and keep a full and accurate account 
thereof in books provided for that purpose. It 
shall be his duty to call a special meeting of the 
common council to act upon any veto which may 
have been filed at his office by the mayor. The 
clerk shall make the tax roll of said city at the 
time and in the manner as provided in this act. 
He shall file in his office all chattel mortgages pre-
sented to him for that purpose, and the renewals 
thereof and safely keep the same, receiving there-
for the same compensation as clerks of towns; and 
all chattel mortgages so filed and the renewals 
thereof shall be as valid and legal as if the same 
had been filed in the town clerk's office of any 
town. Whenever the clerk shall be absent from 
any meeting of the common council, the council 
may appoint a clerk pro tern.

such ordinances, rules and by-laws are hereby 
declared to be and have the force of law; pro-
vided they are not repugnant to the constitution 
and laws of the United States or of this state, 
and for these purposes shall have authority by 
ordinances, resolutions or by-laws: 

Licenses for 	1. To license, regulate, suppress and prohibit 
everything, the exhibition of common showmen, or shows of 

any kind, or the exhibitions of caravans, circuses, 
theatrical performances, billiard or pool tables, 
and bowling saloons, and to provide for the abate-
ment and removal of all nuisances under the ordi-
nances of the city or the laws of this state; and 
to grant licenses for selling spirituous, vinous or 
fermented liquors, and regulate and license gro-
ceries, taverns, victualing houses, and all persons 
vending or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fer-
mented liquors, and revoke the same for a viola-
tion thereof; provided, that the sum to be paid for

the assessing of lands, and the levying, collection 
and return of taxes and assessments and the sale 
thereof, shall be deemed only directory and no er-
ror or informality in the proceedings of any of 
the officers entrusted with the same not affecting 
the substantial justice of the tax itself shall viti-
ate or in any wise affect the validity of the tax or 
assessment. 

CHAPTER IV. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

SECTION 1. The common council, for tl-e pur- F;re limit. 
pose of guarding against the calamities of fire, 
shall have the power to prescribe the limits within 
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which wooden buildings or buildings of other ma-
terials that shall not be considered fire-proof shall 
not be erected or repaired, and to direct that all 
and every building within the limits prescribed 
shall be made and constructed of fire-proof mate-
rials, and to prohibit the repairing or rebuilding 
of wooden buildings within the fire limits, where 
the same shall have been damaged to the extent 
of fifty per cent. of the value thereof, and to 
prescribe the manner of ascertaining such dam-
age, and to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
any resolution or ordinance passed under this sec-
tion. • 

Ifts-gerols con. SECTION 2. The common council shall have the 
cr.= ion of 
munueys. 	power to prevent the dangerous construction and 

condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, stoves, 
stove pipes, ovens, boilers and apparatus used in 
and about any building, and to cause the same re-
moved or placed in a safe and secure condition, 
when considered unsafe or dangerous; to prevent 
the deposit of ashes in unsafe places; to require 
the inhabitants to provide as many fire-buckets, 
and in such manner and time as it shall prescribe, 
and to regulate the use of them in time of fire; 
to regulate and prevent the carrying on of manu-
factories, dangerous in causing or promoting fire; 
to compel the owners and occupants of buildings 
to have scuttles in the roof, and stairs or laiders 
leading to the same; to authorize the mayor, al-
derman, fire wardens and other officers of the city 
or fire companies, to keep away from the vicinity 
of the fire all idle and suspected persons, and com-
pel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of 
fires and the preservation of property exposed to 
danger thereat, and generally to establish such 
regulations for the prevention and extinguish-
ments of fires as the common council may deem 
expedient, and to provide penalties for the viola-
tion of any resolution or ordinance passed under 
this section. 

Parohaso of 	SECTION 3. The common council shall have full fire engines. 
power to purchase fire-engines and other fire ap-
paratus, and to authorize the formation of fire-
engine, hook and ladder and hose companies, and 
to provide for the due and proper support and 
regulation of the same, and to order such com-
panies to be disbanded and their apparatus to be 
delivered up. Each company shall not exceed 
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sixty able bodied men, between the ages of eight-
teen and fifty years, and may elect its own offi-
cers, except chief engineer and assistant chief en-
gineer, and form their own laws, not inconsistent 
with the laws of this state, and shall be formed 
only by voluntary enlistments. Every member 
of said company hereby authorized to be formed 
shall be exempt from highway and poll tax to an 
amount not exceeding five dollars annually, and 
from serving on juries and military duties, ex-
cept in cases of war, insurrection or invasion, 
during the continuance of such membership; and 
any person having served for the term of ten 
years in either of such companies shall be forever 
thereafter exemot from poll tax military and jury 
duty, except as in cases before mentioned.

order to arrest or direct, orally, the marshal, con-
stable or watchman, or any citizen, to arrest such 
person, and to confine him temporarily in any 
safe place until such fire shall be extinguished; 
and in the same manner such officers, or any of 
them, may arrest or direct the arrest and con-
finement of any person at such fire -who shall be 
intoxicated or disorderly, and any person who 
shall refuse to arrest, or aid in arresting any per-
son shall be liable to such penalty as the common 
council may prescribe, not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars.

of the purposes above set forth, giving the de-
scription of the premises, defining separately each 
parcel thereof separately owned, and the purpose 
for which they are to be taken. The common coun-
cil shall thereupon cause a written notice, as pre-
scribed in the next section, to be served upon the 
occupant or occupants of such lands, and the 
owner or owners thereof, if the place of residence 
of such owner or owners is known or can be as-
certained by reasonable diligence, when such res-
idence is within this state, and in case such owner 
or owners are non-residents of the state, or their 
place of residence, after due diligence by the clerk

CHAPTER 58. 

AN ACT to incorporate the city of Juneau, in the 
county of Dodge and state of Wisconsin. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

CHAPTER I. 

INCORPORATION.

SECTION 1. All that district of country con-
tained within the limits and boundaries herein-
after described shall be a city by the name of 
Juneau, and the people now inhabiting, and who 
shall hereafter inhabit the said district of country, 
shall be a municipal corporation by the name of 
the city of Juneau, have the general powers pos-
sessed by municipal corporations at common law, 
and in addition thereto shall possess the powers 
hereinafter specifically granted, and the authori-
ties thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall 
be capable of contracting and being contracted 
with, of suing and being sued, pleading and being 
impleaded in all courts of law and equity, and 
shall have a common seal, and may change and 
alter the same at pleasure.
